afternoon session on Friday, Mr. Bock- 
wood again took the witness stand and 
his cross examination was continued: 


Mrs. Stacey ts not considered a nerv- 


ous woman. Mrs. Bookwood and Mm. 
Stacey were the heirs of Mr. and Mrs. 
Mars ton. 
Mrs. Stacey owned three 


houses in her own right and two in 
equitj. 
She always talked business 


matters over with me. Was not in fa- 
vor of marriage at fir»t. Told my sister 
if Alice had found a true, noble man 
who would be good to her and love her, 
I wonld not oppose it. 


Mrs. 
Stacey—Was married Jan. 5th 


in Christ church by Bev. LsV Brine. 
Before marriage Mr. Stacey made accu- 
sations against me which were false. 
Was in good health mentally and phys- 
ically at the time of my marriage. Mr. 
Stacey told me that he hadn't seen his 
wife for eighteen years and thought she 
was divorced from him but couldn't 
prove it. First trouble we had after 
marriage was when he accused me of 
infidelity on the way home from church 
He said I had a room on Winter street 
for immoral purposes. He denied the 
Masonic story about somebody telling 
him under the ban of secrecy that I had 
a man with me at Davis'. One day he 
came home and found dinner not ready. 
I had been down town after fish. He 
said I had been down to the Kearsarge 
house with a man and called me a vile 
name. 


I told him ho wouldn't get any din- 


ner. 
He called me a worse name and 


grabbed me by the throat. He choked 
me and shook me very violently. He 
put his hand in his pocket and said he 
would shoot qte. He always carried a 
revolver when in these spells. One 
night he got mad because 1 bought 
meat and did not pay for it. He was 
very angry. 
The next morning he 


struck me in the back of the head and 
kicked me 
The pain was terrible. He 


seemed frightened at what he had done 
and assisted me to a sofa. He used to 
come home from the greenhouse every 
once and a while and searched the house 
for men whom he imagined were hid- 
den there. My engagement and wed- 
ding rings disappeared. Asked him far 
them and he finally gave them up. 


One Monday night be came home and 


the light was out up sUirs. He was 
very mad and threatened to blow my 
brains out. Another time when I had 
been out bicycling he accused me of be- 
ing off cutting up again and took my 
engagement ring away.

I have been a good and faithful wife 


because I loved him devotedly. 


Crow examined—Knew Mr. Stacey a 


year before I maraied him. He paid 
his fir*t call on me Feb. 10:h, '97, at my 
invitation. He was to teach me to play 
chess. A few weeks after that I knew 
he had a wife. He told he oonld prove 
that bin wife had obtained a divorce. I 
wrote and told Mr. Staoey to procure a 
divorce as soon aa possible. I wasn't 
formally engaged to Mr. Stacey until a 
few days before Christmas when he gave 
me an engagement ring. The first month 
we lived happily. I did not tell Mr. 
Stacey to shake me when I had cranky 
•pell* and that I wonld come right oat 
of them. Am sure that he oarriea a re- 
volver for I felt it through hit coat 
pocket one time when holding his coat 
Saw the revolver in hi* desk at the 
greenhouse. 


He never pointed a revolver at me on 


the night of April 25th, He came home 
and wanted to know why the lighu 


every little Jibing. I prescribed for her 
and visited her a number of times after. 
She wasn't able to converse without 
I breaking down. Some of her answers 
'werevague. Her condition was bad. 
She was on the verge of mental and 
physical collapse. 


If she had continued she woald no 


doubt have gone insane. Her health is 
better now although not perfect.

She was in good health 
before marriage. I asked her not to 
allow Mr. Stacey to teach her chess. 
After his accusations of her I begged 
her not to marry him. 


Cross examined.—Mr. Stacey was not 


invited to visit aa. First heard of the 
engagement at Christmas. 1 attended 
the wedding. Made up my mind that 
if my sisterloved him and couldn't live 
without him would treat him as a broth- 
er. 


Mrs. Stacey never complained to me. 


Supposed she was happy. I think she 
was afraid of her life with Mr. Staoey. I 
I think my sister may still love the good 
part of Mr. Stacey but don't know how 
large that good part may be. Think he 
is a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.

record of libel for divorce of Frances H. 
Stacey from A. H. Stacey. 


Miss Nellie Bund—Used to call on 


Mrs. Stacey after marriage. She told 
me aha was happily married. 


Mr. A. H. Staoey.—First knew Mrs. 


SUcey in 1897. 
Went to Miss Davis' 


house one evening to ;all o^ Mrs. Sta- 
cey. Never made any accusation about 
a man from the shoe factory staying 
there with her. Never made any accu- 
sations about her being with men. 
Shortly after we were married in going 
borne one night saw some one coming 
out of the house. Never said anything 
about it to my wife at that time. The 
second time I called on her before mar- 
riage, told her all about my wife. She 
did not seem to mind it and urged me 
to get a legal separation. On another 
occasion entered the house quietly and 
heard shuffling of feet in the next room. 
My wife was much confused. I thought 
my former wife- was paying ber visits. 
Mrs Stacey denied that any one was in 
the house. Never accused her of hav- 
ing any room on Winter street. Never 
accused ber of infidelity to me. Never 
accused her of being in tbe Kearsarge 
hcnse. One night in February came 
home and found ber on the conch cry- 
ing. She would tell me nothing. She 
cried after retiring. Got np to get her 
a cup of hot water, when I returned she 
had stopped crying and was just the 
same as ever.

At present I have 
bout 8300 in ready money. Have no 
money deposited in any baak. At one 


me had $1500 in cash. Have spent it 
n different ways. At time of mariiage 
ad $1200 in cash. Have two green- 
ouses. My annual income is abont 
1000 a year. 
Bedirect—This case has effected my 
Business. At present am not paying 
apenses. Have nj other means of 


aking a living, My wife has an in- 
me of 865 in rents. Her whole prop- 


ity is worth 87000. 


Fred B Colemau—Have known Mr 
Itacey for 10 jyears. Never heard him 
use an oath. 


Mr E B Prime—Am acquainted with 


Mr Stacey. Never heard him use vnl- 
;ar language. 


James Goddard—Knew Mr Stacey. 


He lived in my house seven years. He 
,oes not use vulgar language. He is of 
v.n temperament. 
The defence here rested and the com- 
laiuaut recalled Miss Davis who denied 


what Mr Stacey had said about betray- 
ing confidence. 


John E Leavitt was th<*n called. 


Have known Mr Stacey for some years. 
Mr Stacey's reputation for truth and
